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New lease of life for 


historic building

THE future of one of Bridport’s most historic 
and architecturally significant buildings is 
now looking bright, following a landmark 
court ruling. 

Bridport Literary and Scientific Institute (LSI) will 
be given a new lease of life thanks to a project headed 
by local charity, the Bridport Area Development Trust 
(BADT), after a High Court decision about its legal 
status cleared the path for future development. 

The freehold for the building was handed over to 
the trust, following a court hearing attended by mem¬ 
bers of the organisation and representatives from

Dorset County Council, as well as Sir John Elphin- 
stone - whose great grandfather originally gave the 
building to the town. 

A regular fixture on English Heritage’s ‘At Risk’ 
register since 2002, the Grade II listed LSI building 
is in desperate need of repair and restoration. 

But last week’s ruling paves the way for the trust to 
press ahead with its plans to rescue the building and 
maintain it as a valued community asset, bringing to 
an end years of uncertainty about the its future. 

Christopher Scally, joint commissioning manager 
for Dorset County Council, said: “We are really 
pleased that the future of this important building has 
been secured and are grateful to the volunteers of 
BADT for their hard work over several years. 

“It is going to be very rewarding to see this listed 
building given a new lease of life and once again 
adding to the town’s social and economic well¬ 
being.” 

The landmark ruling followed news that the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund (HLF) has awarded a grant of 
more than £1.4 million towards the project, with a 
further £300,000 to come from English Heritage. 


The money will be pumped into an overhaul and re¬ 
design of the building, costing around £2.6 million in 
total. 

Following restoration, the trust’s LSI working group 
hopes to develop fit-for-purpose training and meeting 
rooms, as well as start-up office spaces and a cafe. 

Mike Carter, chairman of the working group, said: 
“We are absolutely delighted with the outcome of re¬ 
cent funding applications and with the decision of the 
High Court. 

“An enormous amount of time and effort has been 
put into the project to be able to reach this point and 
we are very grateful to the hundreds of local people 
who have helped us to make it happen.” 

Crystal Johnson, activities co-ordinator for BADT, 
added: “We are very excited about the potential of this 
project to deliver something completely new for the 
town. 

“We know there are large numbers of people setting 
up or looking to develop their own businesses in the 
area and the LSI will provide a unique and aspira- 
tional setting to support this growth.

IAN Collins began his passion for Dorset 
through artist John Craxton's love of the 
county. 

His friendship with Craxton has led to the 
opening, by David Attenborough no less, of 
the biggest exhibition of the late artist's 
works at the Dorset County Museum. 

For most, Craxton will not be a familiar name 
- but the great and good in the art world will 
know of him. His work features both Dorset 
and Crete where he spent some of his happi¬ 
est years. He was dubbed a neo romantic, a 
label he hated and was a life-long friend of 
Lucian Freud, also meeting and being in¬ 
spired by Picasso. 

Ian Collins, a former regional journalist, had 
known Craxton for a decade and is his art ex¬ 
ecutor. He has completed one book on Crax¬ 
ton, with another likely to follow. 



• HOW did your love of Dorset start? 

Through John who, by all accounts, was a tear¬ 
away in his school years, and continued in much 
the same vein when he was sent to Dorset to live. 
He's unusual in many ways but claims to have 
had only three official records of himself-a birth 
certificate, a passport and a death certificate. 

He lodged with an artist uncle and aunt in an an¬ 
cient cottage in the Cranborne Chase, close to 
the Pitt Rivers collection which he was given free 
access to. I met him through Prunella Clough. He 
seemed to know everyone and was a great friend 
of Lucien Freud. 

At our first meeting, in about 2000, at a wake, we 
got talking, went to the pub and had supper. I 
asked him that evening if I could write his biog¬ 
raphy but he said no, as he had done to other 
similar requests... but I started writing it, secretly. 


court, councils, inquests and the rest of it and for 
quite a time worked in press gallery at the House 
of Commons. I stuck it out for 34 years but was 
also writing books on the side and arranging ex¬ 
hibitions. 


• HOW long has this Dorchester exhibition 
been in the making? 

It's the biggest ever retrospective of his work and 
features around 120 pictures and objects. It's the 
biggest collection of his work to be seen in one 
place since an exhibition in London in 1967 
when a critic in The Times described him as an 
artist who struggled against happiness. 

I came down to Dorset after he died in 2009 and,

• WHAT was it he, and you liked about 
Dorset? 

It seemed to appeal to his nomadic personality, 
but also a love of wild, unspoilt places. Dorset 
suited him because of its relative remoteness - 
much as Greece did later in life, but also because 
it was better for his health. As a young man he 
was said to have pleurisy but it was probably TB. 



• HOW long have you been interested in art? 

Almost as long as I can remember; I studied eco¬ 
nomics at Manchester University but spent all of 
my time looking at paintings. When I finished I 
joined the Eastern Daily Press as a journalist but 
carried on spending too much time looking at art 
and studying artists. I did all the routine things - 
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in a way, I've been putting the exhibition to¬ 
gether ever since. In a way he's taken over my life. 
There's something about crossing the border 
into Dorset. As soon as I get here I know I'm 
somewhere different and ancient, which is very 
much reflected in the work that John did here. 
His Dorset works are often dark but there's a 
great colour burst in the work from Greece. 


• ARE there other exhibitions planned? 

I'm working on one in Cyprus which will then go 
on tour throughout Greece and there's a show in 
Athens planned next month. Much of this exhi¬ 
bition will go to Salisbury after the Dorchester 
event finishes in September.

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Police forge new alliance 
with Devon & Cornwall 


DORSET Police has struck a new deal to share serv¬ 
ices with colleagues in Devon and Cornwall, in a bid 
to combat budget cutbacks. 

The region's chief constables met with police and 
crime commissioners Martyn Underhill and Tony 
Hogg last week, to put pen to paper on the mile¬ 
stone agreement. 

A new 'strategic alliance' between the two forces 
will help to maintain high standards of policing in 
the face of swingeing budget cuts, they say. 

The agreement will ensure each unit retains local 
accountability, but staff will work together more 
closely and share services. 

It will enable the two partner forces to "preserve, 
safeguard and transform services to the public". 

Police say the deal will also strengthen the forces' 
resilience and enable further savings of around £12 
million to be made. Under the arrangement, both 
police and crime commissioners will remain in post. 
But more policing services will be delivered jointly, 
with the two forces operating under one model.

Martyn Underhill, Police and Crime Commissioner 
for Dorset, said: "We are facing unprecedented 
times in policing. We need to deliver more for less 
and this alliance will help us achieve that. 

"Today, I have made the biggest decision in my 
term of office. We have formally decided that Devon 
and Cornwall Police do have a role in shaping our 
future policing. 

"This alliance will achieve savings, 
help improve efficiency, allow 
some re-investment and secure 
Dorset's reputation as one of the 
safest places in the country." 

Over the next 12 months, the or¬ 
ganisations will consider exactly 
which functions should be deliv¬ 
ered jointly. 

The process will include assessing 
whether current functions can be 
improved by the forces working to¬ 
gether and the possibility of some 
services being delivered through 
public or private partnerships. 

Dorset Police Chief Constable 
Debbie Simpson added: "[Devon 
and Cornwall Police] are a high per¬ 
forming force with colleagues who 


share our values, priorities and absolute determina¬ 
tion to deliver the best possible service to local peo¬ 
ple. 

"They recognise and share our need to meet the 
funding challenges affecting policing nationwide. 
Elements of our geography and some of our com¬ 
munities are also similar, which makes an alliance 
achievable and practical. 

"Working in alliance with Devon and Cornwall 
Police will, I'm sure, provide a golden opportunity 
to achieve the efficiency savings we must 
make, while maintaining and protecting vital serv¬ 
ices."

Business are'better together' 


BUSINESS leaders in 
Bridport are to launch a 
‘Better Together’ cam¬ 
paign, as part of a plan to 
give local traders a 
stronger collective voice, 
writes JACK DIXON. 

Richard Smith, the new 
president of Bridport 
Business - the town’s 
chamber of commerce - 
announced the campaign 
as part of the organisa¬ 
tion’s vision for the fu¬ 
ture. 

Mr Smith, who took 
over the reins at the 
chamber last month, set 
out a master plan to im¬ 
prove traders’ fortunes 
and build on the success 
of recent years. 

The ‘Better Together’ 
campaign will be at the 
heart of the chamber’s vi¬ 
sion, encouraging busi¬ 
nesses in Bridport, West 
Bay and the surrounding 
area to support each other 
and develop a “bigger 
collective voice.” 

Mr Smith, from OS 
Telecom in Bridport, also 
said he would look to 
boost membership of the 


chamber by playing a 
more active role in the 
community. 

Part of the membership 
drive would involve stag¬ 
ing a business ‘show¬ 
case’, to enable local 
traders to engage with the 
public and promote what 
they do. 

He also said he would 
look to strengthen links 
with other organisations 
in the town, such as the 
Skills Training Bridport 
group. 

Mr Smith was an¬ 
nounced as the cham¬ 
ber’s new president at a 
recent meeting, after the 
organisation’s former 
leader, Tim Hunt, 
stepped aside. 

The change of hands 
follows a successful pe¬ 
riod for the town’s trad¬ 
ing community, with 
business booming de¬ 
spite the slow economic 
recovery. 

Recent research found 
fewer empty high street 
shops in Bridport than 
any other town in the 
South West, with less 


than one in 50 premises 
vacant. 

According to the Local 
Data Company’s ‘Va¬ 
cancy Report’, Bridport 
was among the country’s 
top 10 towns last year, 
with only 1.9 per cent of 
high street premises un¬ 
occupied at the end of 
2014. 

And new statistics pub¬ 
lished last week point to 
a record number of new 
businesses being 

launched across Dorset 
over the last 12 months. 

Figures compiled by 
company records firm In¬ 
form Direct showed 
more than 6,000 busi¬ 



nesses being formed 
across the county in 
2014 - a six per cent in¬ 
crease on the previous 
best for a single year. 

“It is great news that 
confirms what we be¬ 
lieved - that West Dorset 
is thriving,” said Mr 
Smith. 

“In Bridport, we are 
definitely seeing an in¬ 
crease in new businesses, 
which is why we are 
looking to provide dedi¬ 
cated support for those 
looking to start a busi¬ 
ness, or those in their first 
year of trading.” 

Henry Catchpole, CEO 
of Inform Direct, added: 
“There is lots of support 
out there for new busi¬ 
nesses and there is cer¬ 
tainly more entrepren¬ 
eurial spirit being 
demonstrated in areas 
like Dorset than there has 
ever been before. 

“This is an area where 
fledgling firms are flour¬ 
ishing and where people 
are starting to make their 
dreams a reality in the 
world of business.”

Former county council 
leader found guility 
over illegal voting 


THE former leader of Dorset County Council 
has been found guilty of voting illegally on 
a planning issue, after he failed to declare a 
personal interest in the matter. 

A district judge ruled that Spencer Flower 
(pictured below), 72, had broken sections of 
the Localism Act 2011, after he appeared at 
Bournemouth Magistrates' Court earlier this 
week. 

The landmark ruling is thought to be the 
first time a councillor has been charged for 
an offence under the legislation. 

The case centred on a council planning 
meeting held in February 2013, where Mr 
Flower failed to declare an interest in the 
Synergy Housing Association, of which he 
was a non-executive director. 

The judge concluded that the former 
county council leader should not have par¬ 
ticipated in the meeting and sentenced him 
to a six-month conditional discharge and 
around £1,000 in costs. 

Though he has since stood down as leader 
of Dorset County Council, the sentence does 
not affect Mr Flower's role as a member of 
both DCC and East Dorset District Council, 
and he is allowed to remain in post.

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Committee system would see 'very 
significant change'in local democracy 


■ WE WELCOME Councillor 
Keith Day's discussion on 'cabi¬ 
net' versus 'committee' local 
government systems, but not 
surprisingly come to a totally dif¬ 
ferent conclusion. 

The two systems are chalk and 
cheese. When the Localism Act 
2011 allowed the option of mov¬ 
ing to a more inclusive and open 
'committee'system, no less than 
13 authorities in England 
adopted it of their own accord in 
2012-2014. 

In addition, the public in both 
Fylde and Canterbury launched 
petitions - just as Public First has 
in West Dorset - resulting, at the 
behest of the public, in both au¬ 
thorities moving to a 'committee' 


system, with the Conservative 
authority in Canterbury, seeing 
the obvious democratic will, 
moving voluntarily to it. 

Public First's achievement of 
2,000 signatures in less than two 
months shows some of the 
strength of feeling in West 
Dorset, but there is of course 
some way to go... 

We predict there will be many 
attempts over the coming year or 
so to suggest that moving from 
'cabinet' to 'committee' would 
make little difference. 

To every such comment we put 
the challenge upfront to each 
cabinet member and each mem¬ 
ber of their party... "Come and 
debate why the council offices' 


massive fiasco in Dorchester 
would never have happened 
under a 'committee'system". 

Until then the opponents of the 
more democratic'committee' sys¬ 
tem surely have no substance to 
make such unsubstantiated 
claims. 

If West Dorset remains commit¬ 
ted to 'committee' it will see a 
very significant change in local 
democracy: 42 councillors will all 
have a role in policy-making, pre¬ 
viously (riskily) the area domi¬ 
nated by six or seven members of 
the cabinet.

Kids cash in on Magna support 



MAGNA Housing Association 
has pledged to help children at 
St Mary's Primary School get 
back in touch with nature, after 
dipping into its community 
fund to support a new project. 

Youngsters at the school in 
Skilling will benefit from a 
£3,000 grant to renovate their 
pond and garden area, thanks 
to the organisation's generous 
donation. 

The money has been made 
available through Magna's com¬ 
munity initiative fund, which al¬ 
locates cash to local projects 
that will benefit the area. 

Helen Farmer, headteacher at 
St Mary's Primary School, ap¬ 


plied for the grant to enable 
children at the school to get to 
grips with the outdoors. 

"Each year, before the children 
in Year Six move to secondary 
school, they are given a project 
to work together on, and that 
they can leave behind for the 
rest of the children", she said. 

"This year, thanks to the fund¬ 
ing, their project will be re¬ 
designing the pond. 

"The majority of the money 
will be spent renovating the ex¬ 
isting pond area so children can 
use it for pond-dipping and to 
learn about wildlife. 

"We will also be using part of 
the funding to educate our chil¬ 


dren about the importance of 
internet safety, and provide 
other vital training. 

"We are very grateful for the 
money Magna donated so we 
can start these new initiatives." 

Jez Morris, head of housing at 
Magna, added: "Magna is glad 
to be able to provide funding to 
support a local school. 

"It's important that schools re¬ 
ceive the support they need to 
be able to continue the great 
work they do." 

"We have a lot of homes in the 
catchment area for St Mary's Pri¬ 
mary School and we are keen to 
support the communities we 
are based in." 


NEW facilities designed to en¬ 
courage the use of electrical cars 
will be rolled out in Bridport in 
the next few weeks. 

An electric vehicle charger 
will be installed at the East 
Street car park, as part of a 
scheme to cut down on traffic 
pollution. 

Similar facilities will also be 
fitted in Lyme Regis, Dorchester 
and Weymouth car parks this 
spring and should all be ready to 
use by the end of May. 

The initiative has been hailed 
as an exciting new venture and a 
landmark in ensuring a greener 
approach to transport for 
decades to come. 

A total of 18 rapid chargers 
will be installed across Dorset, 
Poole and Bournemouth 
over the next 10 weeks, in a 
county wide drive to control 
emissions. 

The units enable an electric ve¬ 
hicle to be charged within 30 
minutes, and it is hoped that the 
installations will open up West 
Dorset to the expanding market 
for electric cars. 

A government grant scheme 
also gives Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil the option to expand its 


charger network further, in order 
to keep up with growth in elec¬ 
tric vehicle use. 

Ros Kayes, county councillor 
for Bridport said: “This is a re¬ 
ally exciting project and it’s 
great that Bridport has been se-

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Missing copy of Magna Carta found in Abbotsbury? 


AN ANCIENT document believed to be a copy of the Magna Carta 
has been found at Abbotsbury in the Tithe Barn. 

The document was uncovered by workmen making minor re¬ 
pairs to the small room over the barn gate. 

In medieval times, when the barn was owned by Abbotsbury 
monastery, this room was where the garner monks kept the 
abbey records. 

The copy has been taken to the British Museum in London while 
manuscript experts determine its authenticity. 

John Houston, manager of Abbotsbury Tourism, said: 'This really 
is an astonishing find. 

"The most incredible aspect is that the document appears to 
contain a reference to the first Abbotsbury swan herd, William 
Squiller. 

"The Benedictine monks started actively managing the swans 
in the late 14th century, so this gave us a date for the copy. 

"Of course the swannery is still here today, long after the 
monastery was dissolved by Henry VIII. 

"It is the only place in the works where visitors can walkthrough 
a colony of more than 600 mute swans. 

"And the Tithe Barn is part of the Children's Farm, a great place 
for families to visit." 

Historians have long known that the abbey possessed a copy of

India has now been officially 
declared polio-free after three 
years without a new case, but 


volunteers continue to play a 
vital role in protecting the coun¬ 
try against any future threats. 

The WHO’s initiative must be 
maintained to ensure that the 
disease does not filter back to 
India, via neighbouring coun¬ 
tries like Pakistan and 
Afghanistan where it is still en¬ 
demic. 

On his third visit to India, Mr 
Bath teamed up with local Ro¬ 
tarians to visit many of the coun¬

try’s poverty-stricken slums. 

“The people are very poor with 
none of the basics for daily liv¬ 
ing we take for granted, such as 
running water and electricity,” 
he said. 

“But they were very friendly 
and greatly appreciated the work 
done to protect their children 
against this disease.” 

He added: “The presence of 
Europeans in yellow Rotary 


shirts created a great deal of in¬ 
terest, which helped to ensure 
that parents or older siblings 
brought their young children out 
to be immunised.” 

During the visit, Mr Bath 
also visited St Stephens Hospi¬ 
tal, where corrective surgery 
for polio sufferers is carried 
out. 

The unit is 50 per cent funded 
by the Delhi Midtown Rotary 


Club and is in real need of fund¬ 
ing support from other sources.

The course will begin on Mon¬ 
day, April 13th and will continue 
on 20th and 27 th April and Mon¬ 
day, May 4th. 

It will take place in Bridport Arts 
Centre cafe from 7pm to 9pm 
costing £6 per session for a maxi¬ 


mum of eight participants. 

Kate Wilson, the learning coor¬ 
dinator and Bridport Arts Centre 
and leader of the Bridport FM 
project, said: “These workshops 
offer the opportunity to learn 
about radio in a fun, relaxed and 
supportive environment. 

“The participants will be 
equipped to make real contribu¬ 
tions to any future Bridport FM 
projects.”

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Mental health chief'very proud 7 of new drop-in centre 


RON Shields, the Chief Executive of the Dorset 
Mental Health Trust was glowing in his remarks 
following a visit to Bridport’s new Harmony 
Drop-in Centre on Monday. 

Mr Shields who has been in the post for 14 
months was so impressed by the work of manager 
Joanne Seward and her band of volunteers they 
had done since the centre opened five months ago, 
that he promised to help them expand by offering 
two additional rooms on the second floor of their 
Downes Street building. 

After spending time in the ground floor craft 
workshop talking to members making a variety of 
things from willow baskets, sewing, jewellery and 
felt flowers, he moved to the first floor where he 
spent an hour talking to volunteers and members 
about their experiences on what the centre had 
given them over tea and cakes. 

Among the topics was the desire to expand the 
activities and discussion took place about acquir¬ 
ing the top floor where there would be space

maybe for an art studio and a room to relax. 

Initially the trust gave the group use of part of 
the building rent free for a year including utility 
bills, start up costs and funded manager Joanne 
Seward’s salary. 

She said: “The idea was to test whether a drop- 
in centre in Bridport was needed so our task is to 
find out whether there is a demand. We started five 
months ago and we already have 42 members 
which suggests one is needed. 

“We invited Mr Shields to come and see us to 
thank him and the trust for giving us this money 
and space, and show him what we have been able 
to achieve and that we have spent the money 
wisely. 

“We have enough funds to keep going until Oc¬ 
tober but are hoping to go for a charitable status 
which enables us to bid for Lottery money and 
other sources, which takes a while. 

“We hope therefore that the trust may let us have 
use of the building for another year which would 
be great together with any other monies.” 

Asked his impressions Mr Shields said: “I’m re¬ 
ally impressed. As soon as you come through the 
door you get a buzz of people engaged and enjoy¬ 
ing themselves and that’s as it should be for people 
recovering from mental health issues; being with 
other people and in a sociable environment and 
being able to engage in occupational activity is 
brilliant. 

“I’ve been to quite a few centres over the years, 
and this one hits you as soon as you walk through 
the door; a sort of vibrancy and enthusiasm; it’s a 
fabulous arrangement here. 

“Sometimes with mental health problems you 
become very isolated and detached and socialisa¬ 
tion is just so important. 


“One in four of us will have problems with our 
mental health at anytime in our lives and if you 
have others around you that have had some of that 
experience and recovered, or are recovering then 
it makes such a big difference. 

“I am very, very impressed by it, especially as 
they have only been going five months.” 

Asked if it was money well spent and would he 
consider expanding the size if possible he said: 
“Absolutely. Unless there is an alternative use then 
the top floor will be available I will be absolutely 
delighted if the group can extend in to it. 

“The activities they have are first class. They are 
really good and the fact that this is all voluntary 
endeavour with one member of staff is absolutely 
brilliant.” 


He added: “It’s this sort of activity that makes 
all the difference. We provide the health 
services, but the Health Service on their own can’t 
do it. 

“I’m also conscious that in the area there has 
been concern about the closure of beds in the 
Hughes Unit, which I know has been contentious 
for some time. 

“This is exactly the sort of activity we should be 
providing, not in the Hughes Unit but here in the 
centre of town, and so I’m really pleased to have 
seen it. 

“It’s brilliant and I’m very proud it’s here. The 
pride is not down to me or the trust but the people 
who have got it going and the members itself, 
that’s what’s great about it!”

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'Pie in the sky' plans not up to speed

BROADBAND campaigners in 
Uploders have rubbished the 
Chancellor’s budget pledge to re¬ 
solve internet issues with satellite 
technology as “pie in the sky.” 

A group of residents is calling 
for urgent action to bring super¬ 
fast broadband to the village, 
claiming that home businesses 
are at risk because of the poor 
service. 

Complex technical issues mean 
Loders, which is just 300 yards 
of farmland away, can access the 
Bridport exchange and is due to 
be connected later this year, 
while Uploders lies outside the 
designated zone and could be 
without the service for some 
time. 

Furious at being left out of ini¬ 
tial plans to roll out superfast 
broadband to rural communities 
across Dorset, members of the 
Uploders Superfast Broadband 
Campaign presented a petition to 
county councillors last month. 

And they have responded an¬ 
grily to George Osborne’s budget 
promise to seek a solution using 
alternative technology. 

“This is not a solution for com¬ 
munities like ours”, said cam¬ 
paign spokesman Rob Phillips. 

“Satellite is a very poor option 
as it cannot deliver consistently 
fast speeds and is expensive for 
consumers. 


“Internet service providers 
have written satellite off as only 
suitable for ‘basic internet use’, 
which means it will be out of 
date as soon as the rest of the 
country has reliable, fast internet 
access. 

“We need a ‘futureproof’ 
means of delivering broadband - 
and that means fibre optic.”

He added: “The satellite option 
is throwing a very unjuicy bone 
to rural communities - using 
them as guinea pigs to see if the 
technology can be developed, 
whilst using our tax money to 
make sure Bournemouth and 
Poole are OK.” 

The Superfast Dorset project - 
a collaboration between the gov¬ 


ernment, local authorities and BT 
to bring high-speed internet to 
rural communities - is currently 
rolling out the technology across 
the county. But Uploders falls 
into a remote area that bosses say 
they may not be able to reach. 

Despite the difficulties, cam¬ 
paigners say they are being 
treated as rural outsiders who 
have no need for the advanced 
technology because of where 
they live. 

After presenting their petition 
at county hall last month, the 
campaign has been granted a 
meeting with members of Dorset 
County Council’s environment 
overview committee, taking 
place this week. 

Campaign chairman Claire 
Upton added: “With 44 per cent 
of our homes in Uploders having 
a business and/or educational 
need, it is essential that the coun¬ 
cil starts acknowledging their re¬ 
sponsibilities to rural businesses 
by investing in the infrastructure 
that will enable them to flourish, 
and at the same time allowing 
our children an equal chance in 
school.” 

Dorset County Council’s super¬ 
fast broadband team say they are 
looking for ways to extend the 
rollout to the most remote com¬ 
munities. 

The current plans do not spec¬ 
ify a rollout timetable for Up¬ 
loders, but the council says this 
is “not the final picture” for the 
village. 


Bridport Art Society chair

AT A traditionally-packed Bridport Art Society an¬

Spare Time To Check All Your Tyres 
This Easter, Advises Tyresafe 


MOTORISTS are reducing their 
chances of arriving safely and 
on time this Easter if they don't 
check all their vehicle's tyres be¬ 
fore heading out on to the UK's 
roads at one of the busiest 
times of year, warns TyreSafe. 

The not-for-profit organisa¬ 
tion, dedicated to raising 
awareness about the impor¬ 
tance of correct tyre mainte¬ 
nance and the dangers of 
defective and worn tyres, is also 
reminding vehicle owners that 
those checks should include 
their spare wheel.That essential 
inspection should ensure all 
tyres are at the recommended 
pressure for the load the vehi¬ 
cle will carry - and that will typ¬ 
ically be different for a car when 
carrying a full load than it 
would when carrying just two 
occupants. Looking for bulges 
or damage and making sure the 
tread depth is at least above 
the legal limit of 1.6mm are also 
crucial. 

When it comes to the spare 
wheel specifically - first of all 
check to see if your car has one. 
A recent survey of new cars by 
Honest John* revealed only 8% 
of new cars are sold with a full- 
size spare wheel, with 'space- 
savers', repair kits and run-flat 
tyres being the most common 
alternatives. However, many 
owners are unaware their car is 
equipped with one of these op¬ 
tions, and will be unsure of 
what to do should they suffer a 
puncture or blowout. 

The absence of a spare wheel 
has led to a dramatic rise in call¬ 
outs to the breakdown recov¬ 


ery services, who are likely to 
be extremely busy over the 
Easter holiday. The RAC has re¬ 
ported the number of callouts 
annually to assist drivers with a 
puncture but no spare wheel 
rose from 29,000 in 2010 to 
118,000 in 2014 and that num¬ 
ber is forecast to rise again this 
year to 144,000. Meanwhile, 
tyre-related incidents over the 
Easter holiday period last year 
resulted in 7,500 callouts for the 
AA (17 to 22 April), and were 
the second most common rea¬ 
son Green Flag provided road¬ 
side assistance (almost a 
shocking five times more than 
the next most common fault, 
clutch prob¬ 
lems). 

With numbers 
of tyre-related 
callouts on the 
increase, in addi¬ 
tion to the usual 
demands on 
breakdown re¬ 
covery services, 
drivers who fail 
to check their 
tyres before set¬ 
ting off for the 
Easter holiday 
risk finding 
themselves 
stranded by the 
roadside or in¬ 
volved in easily 
preventable 
tyre-related inci¬ 
dent. 

"As families 
across the coun¬ 
try hit the roads 
over the Easter 


period, it's perhaps no surprise 
that the number of breakdowns 
soar,"comments Stuart Jackson, 
chairman ofTyreSafe."However, 
many of these incidents are 
avoidable if people take the 
time to check their tyres and 
ensure everything is in working 
order. These checks are quick 
and simple to conduct, but es¬ 
sential as they could be the dif¬ 
ference between a pleasurable 
Easter break and one spent by 
the roadside or worse." 

Spare wheel 

Do you have a spare wheel? If 
not, do you know how you will 
deal with a puncture or 


blowout? Unless you plan on 
using the breakdown services, 
take the time to read your man¬ 
ual to learn how to properly use 
tyre sealants, compressor/infla¬ 
tion kits, or run flat tyres. If in 
any doubt, contact a reputable 
tyre retailer for clarification. 

If you do have a full-sized 
spare or a space saver tyre, you 
should check it's properly in¬ 
flated; its tread depth is above 
the legal limit; and it's in good 
working condition (remember 
speed restrictions will apply to 
space savers). Don't forget to be 
sure you have a functioning 
jack and tyre brace.

Gayle has proven pedigree 
across all forms of the game 
having 103 test matches 
(7,214 runs) and 268 ODI's 
(9,160 runs) under his belt. 

But it is in theT20 format 
that he really has shone. 

Gayle has played 240 20 
overs matches and clubbed 
a colossal 573 maximums 
during that time! 

A former captain of the 
West Indies - in all formats 
- Gayle had a mixed time at 
the soon to be completed 


50 over World Cup in Australia having bro¬ 
ken the competition record with a jaw- 
dropping 215 against Zimbabwe in 
Canberra - although this was subsequently 
topped by New Zealander Martin Guptill's 
unbeaten 237 just days later. 

But this was tempered by a back injury 
that will keep the Jamaican out of the up¬ 
coming three test series on home soil 
against England.

Cox whipped in a glorious cross 
and McGrady leaped like a salmon 
to get in front of the Valley defence 
to score with a glorious diving 
header. 

Coach Andy David on McGrady's 
winner said:"l am not sure who was 
more surprised, James or the rest of 
the team, but the Colfox supporters 
went wild and he was the hero of 
the hour."
